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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 2, 
line 11, "occur" should read -occurs-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 9-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a circumference correction section, does not 
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reasonably provide enablement for a first circumference section and a second 
circumference correction section. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. It appears that both the first and 
second circumference corrections take place by using the same rollers. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-8, 12-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the step of conducting a solution heat treatment should be positively 
recited. 

Claim 2 recites the limitations "the expansion quantity" and "the circumference 
set" in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

Claims 5, 6 and 8 recite the limitations "the work roller", "the rolling roller" and the 
tension roller" in lines 2-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in 
the claims. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the rolling section" and "the rolling roller" in lines 3 
and 5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Claims 13 and 14 recite the limitations "the work roller", "the rolling roller" and 
"the tension roller" in lines 3 and 5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 
limitations in the claims. 

Claim 16 recites the limitations "the circumference measuring section", "the work 
roller" and "the tension roller" in lines 3-5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim. 

Applicant should note that the above are just examples of 1 12, 2 nd paragraph 
problems in the claims. Applicant should identify all 1 12, 2 nd paragraph problems and 
make appropriate corrections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

8. Claims 9-1 7, as best understood by the examiner, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

Applicant, at pages 1 and 2 of the specification to be known as AAPA, discloses 
a manufacturing apparatus of an endless belt having metal rings built up and differing in 
circumference wherein the apparatus comprises a circumference correction section. 
Applicant should note that performing two circumference correction steps with a solution 
heat treatment in between the correction steps is considered intended use. The 
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recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the 
prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 
312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Also the use of the rollers to effect the circumference correction and measuring the 
circumference of the metal rings are old and well known in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 -8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not teach a method of manufacturing an endless metal belt 
having metal rings built up and differing in circumference wherein the metal rings are 
expanded in a first and second circumference correction steps with a solution heat 
treatment being applied to the rings after the first circumference correction step and 
before the second circumference correction steps, these in combination with the rest of 
the limitations in the claim.
